THE NEW 





By Chuck Clayton 


Many of the safety suggestions that are being advised by the Federal 
Highway Safety Bureau and rushed into law by some states are good, neces- 
sary and in fact long overdue. Special operators licenses and examinations 
of competency for motorcycle operators, minimum helmet standards and laws 
requiring a rearview mirror for road motorcvcles have our wholehearted sup- 
port. Yet 1t 1S curious that ten states have enacted severe helmet-wearing 
laws alone, without any of the more worthwhile safety provisions. 

So you don’t have to know how to operate a motorcycle to ride one with 
the blessings of Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Idaho, Indiana, Kansas, N.Car 

olina, etc. But if you try it without a helmet on, they’ll put you in jail. Is this 
satety, or is this suppression? (I have searched for a good analogy to make 
this situation seem real but it is without precedent. It is something like band, 
ing a pistol with a hair-trigger to someone who’s never held a gun and saying, 
“Go ahead and play with it, but wear a bullet-proof vest.”) 

Letting riders onthe street without any qualifications makes it inevitable 
that someone, sooner, not later, will crash his motorcycle and we can only 
hope that person’s head is not traveling over 14 mph when it hits the cement, 
because over 14 mph no helmet is made that can prevent brain damage. As for 
the abrasions and broken bones that the unlicensed rider might suffer. I fee: 
that he should be entitled to hold the state criminally responsible for allow- 
ing him on their highways without checking his ability to ride safely. 

I wish I could say thatthe motorcycle industry was unanimous in its op- 
position to severe, restrictive legislation masquerading in the cloak of “safe- 
ty." But here again we are divided by controversy. It should be abundantly 
obvious to the number one holdout, American Honda, that Americans won't 
take to compulsory headgear as meekly as the Japanese on the home islands 
did. Honda sales were down 69% in the U.S. last year, after registering gains 
since 1958. How many sales did restrictive laws and the threat of more lose 
for Honda? Isn’t it just possible that a lot of long haired kids spent their al- 
lowances on convertibles, instead of a Honda and a helmet? Maybe Honda 
can recoup its losses by devising a new national ad campaign slogan: “You 
meet the nicest people in a crash helmet.” Or: “You meet the nicest people 
in jail if they’re caught without a helmet on their Hondas.” 


It is rumored that American Honda management is looking for a way to 
alter their stand in favor of helmet laws without losing face. They shouldn’t 
let past mistakes drag them down. In America there is a saying, “A wise man 
changes his mind often.” Certainly if Honda realizes that helmet compulsion 
was not such a good idea after all, they would not be alone in this industry. 
I confess that your publisher once believed that restrictive legislation against 
motorcycles was inevitable. I have since seen the error of my ways. It took 
the Hell's Angels, stalling A.B. 978 in California after all the “good guys” 
had copped out, to wake me up. Now Cycle World, the monthly magazine witn 
the second highest motorcycle circulation says the California helmetlaw will 
surely pass this year. Motorcycling’s voice is too weak to beat the ant- 
motorcycle forces, they claim. Whew! If that’s motorcycling’s answer to the 
Hell’s Angeles, I’ll take ‘Sonny Barger. 

I would prefer that Cycle World join us in our struggle against unfair 
legislation, but if that is too much to ask, at least let us hope that they will 
reconsider their remarks on the “inevitability” of compulsory helmet laws in 
view of the latest information from Washington (see this column last week). 
They said also that California would enact A.B. 978 last year but it was de- 
feated at the last moment by the efforts of individual motorcycle enthusiasts 
who were ashamed, as I was, by the idea of Hell’s Angels at least trying where 
we had given up. 

It will be hard to beat the anti-motorcycle legislators in the west again. 
Promulgating defeatist attitudes on the part of eminent spokesmen in the in- 
dustry is a handicap we’d rather do without.

Of the three 
nominees, quiet-spoken Bill Adams, 
tallied 35 votes, with six being di- 
vided between the runner-ups. 

Bill Adams, 47 years old and 
father of two girls, is an engineer 
for one of the large aircraft compan- 
ies in Los Angeles. Ignoring a mal- 
formed leftarm, Adams took to street, 
desert and enduro riding and soon 
distinguished himself by winning 
several enduros in the late ‘fifties. 
His success on the Matchless brand 
led to Bill*s becoming western sales 
manager for that marque for a time. 

For fifteen years Bill Adams has 
worked tirelessly for motorcycling 
as a Sports Committee officer with- 
out seeking any notice or advantage 
for himself. “I promise to represent 
you at the National Congress the 
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best way I can,” said Bill on ac- 
cepting the office. In the opinion of 
this newspaper, District 37 has 
chosen a good man to represent the 
widest spectrum of AMA members in 
the L.A. ares.

The 
duty of the Competition Congress is 
to make rules governing all kinds of 
motorcycle contests, games, compe- 
tition... whatever. Hopefully the day 
may come when a perfect rulebook 
willbe devised. Until then new ideas 
will have to be constantly hatched, 
tried out, modified, kept or discard- 
ed. The first Congress will meet in 
November, so you have until then to 
tell your delegate what you want. 

It was gratifying to note that 
motorcycle riders don’t expect some- 
thing for nothing. The Sports Com- 
mittee voted to pay all of Mr. Adams” 
expenses in the line of duty up to 
$450. The representatives of the 
RRC said that they would like to de- 
fray some of the cost too. This news- 
paper will continue to be available 
as a free forum for public discussion 
of matters pertaining to clubs and 
competition, large and small.

DRAG RACING

The top men and machines of quarter- 
mile acceleration filed into the pits at 
Irwindale Raceway last weekend to pro- 
vide the greatest thrills seen in nearly 
a year’s passage of time. 

Six may sound like a small number, 
yet when each of these qualifiers has 
traveled the distance between timing 
clocks quicker than 11 seconds, that 
number six is insignificant. After all, 
those machines total nine engines and a 
total of generated power beyond my 
ability to compute. I didn’t intend to 
lead the reader to assume a total entry 
list of six, there were many more in 
the class eliminations for trophies, When 
there is such a gathering of top bikes, 
its just hard to switch attention else- 





where. Unless someone puts on an un- 
wanted show as Carl Morrow did when 
he practiced the unwise art of burning 
out in the pits and creamed his Sport- 
ster into pit director Clem Johnson’s 
car, 


Top Qualifiers 

Boris Murray unveiled his appear- 
ance as both rider and owner of the big 
twin-engine Triumph ‘‘Flustration,’’ 
with a run of 10.63 - 150.00. 

Don McEvoy’s twin-engine Triumph 
was ridden into the top six ranks by 
Buddy Martinez at 10.48 seconds. 

dim Cook was mounted on the fabu- 
lous 45-inch Triumph of Rich Richards, 
The spot in Top Eliminator was secured 
with.a run of 10.50 - 139.00. 

“Red Baron’? Art Houston pushed 
into the ranks by the narrow margin of 
one-hundredth of a second, 10.99 to be 
exact, 

Bob Braverman’s ‘screamin Demon’’ 
Yamaha made the run in a short 10.61 
seconds at 127.00 mph. 

Best of the runners with a quick 
10.05 - 143 was the big Harley-Davidson 
of Joe Smith, 

Clem Johnson, Irwindale pit director, 
had no desire to split top bike money 
into single dollar awards, so put it all 
in a bundle of 100 dollars for Top Bike 
and 20 dollars to the runner-up. 


Eliminations 

Needless to say, a field of six had to 
be reduced to one, and witha conglomer- 
ation of top bikes, it’s ten percent luck, 
ten percent reflexes, ten percent rider 
and a balance of 70 percent mechanical 
stability combined with superiority. 

Jim Cook stayed in contention with 
an elimination that was staged with 
McEvoy’s twin-engined Triumph, As both 
the Richards and McEvoy Triumph were 
towed to a start, the 45-inch single 
burped into life, but Buddy Martinez 
prayed, cursed and twisted the big dou- 
bles throttle, which produced only sounds 
from one engine. Jim Cook went on a 
single run of 10.53 - 141.00 mph, 

Art Houston had to swallow the elim- 
ination spot of Triumph vs. top qualify- 
ing Harley and Joe Smith, The big 
Ford-pistoned, Laidlaw dragster put it 
to the Triumph with a run of 10.37 - 
141.00. 

Boris Murray’s big double wan’t up 
to par of past performance due to a set 
of broken rings and lands which made 
the race against Braverman’s Yamaha 
far from a sure thing. It wasn’t even 
definite at the eighth-mile. The only 
moment of truth was when Murray’s 
winning light came on and the Chrondex 


timing clocks read 10.41 - 147 for the 
double and 10.83 - 127.00 for Braver- 
man, 

Then there were three! 

The two ex-partners of Murray and 
Cook were squared off. Each machine 
fired without the slightest hesitation 
and it was hard to tell the difference 
between 45 and 80 inches of Triumph, 
Both were wheeled into the staging 
lights and the inevitable counodown be- 
gan, There are five yellows before a 
green but Boris Murray only saw four of 
them and was on his way. Cook was out 
of the gate after the appropriate five and 
drew an automatic win. Jim Cook’s time 
ticket read 10.63 - 143,00 mph and 
Murray’s showed 10.30 - 153.00. 

Then there were two! 

A final round is always tense and 
speculative. Both machine’ and riders 
had to be good or they wouldn’t have it 
through the field of eliminations, Cook 
was having trouble keeping the light- 
weight frame of Richard’s design on 
the ground and Joe Smith wasn’t able to 
back up the initial elapsed time of 10.05 
seconds. His runs were now in the 
10.20 realm and the 45-inch single had 
been there before. 

They fired and staged, watched the 
lights flickering down, anticipating the 
green and dumped the clutches for a 
final sprint to 100 dollars with twenty 
for the one behind, 

Laidlaw’s faith in Harley-Davidson 
and Joe Smith paid off, for the big one 
reached the lights ahead of Cook with a 
10.22 - 142.00 mph,

Jack Johnson had the lead, Richard Hook 
did an endo off his Yamaha when he hit 
the ditch too fast, but he was up and 
going quickly and lost only a few posi- 
tions, The course dropped into a wash 
at check two where Jack Johnson had 
the lead followed by Phil Wood, Earl 
Roeseler, Don Grieve and Bill Burr. 

A narrow twisty sandwash kept the 
riders working in first and secondgears 
and finally led into a big curvy sandwash 
that was good for third andfourth, There 
were a few spills along this mile long 
section of the course as the Novices 
were learning about sand and rocks, 
Roeseler lost his spark plug and any 
chance for a win in this section, Past

the third check the course led up a nar-

the scrub trees, along a wash and up a 
ridge toward check one. 


As they topped the hill approaching 
check one Phil Wood had a commanding 
lead on second place Don Grieve, who 
was pulling away from 12-year-old Scott 
Smith, Jack Johnson and Ron Lambert 
were battling for the chance to pass 
Smith. Roeseler had changed plugs and 
moved up into 25th place.

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Bill Burr had been doing well but his 
Honda gave out and so coming into check 
two it was Wood, Grieve, Jackson, Smith 
and Ron Lambert. Don Grieve came to 
grief as his Hodaka began to give out 
and Jack Johnson took over second 
place. Gary Whitehead moved up into 
fifth place by the end of the second lap 
but James Sharp grabbed it away in the 
third lap. By now Jack Johnson and 
Scott Smith were right on Phil Wood’s 
tail and Roeseler had moved up to eighth 
on the stock Sachs, On the last lap 
Wood’s Yamaha slowed near check one 
and Johnson and Smith zipped around 
and pulled out a good lead down the fire- 
break, After ten minutes of anxious 
waiting a shout went up as the three 
machines appeared in the canyon below. 
They were so close their tires were al- 
most touching as they fought their way 
up the ridge toward the finish. Over the 
last hill and across the finish line it was 
Phil Wood followed by Jack Johnson 
and Scott Smith,

Fifteen minutes later the flag went 
up for the lightweights and Bob 
Riley took an early lead on his Greeves.

the T-100. Over the top and past check 
one it was Bruns, Johnson, Smith, Mc 
Donald, Eric Moberg and Don Watkins. 

On the second lap McDonald moved 
up to take third in the sandwash and got 
second coming up the canyon. The posi- 
tions remained the same for one lap 
when Smith began to tire and Moberg, 
Watkins and Kenny Distler passed him 
coming up the canyon. Johnson’s Triumph 
roared past McDonald as they approach- 
ed the ridges.

the front half of the circuit and then 
almost complete darkness for the rest 
of the way in their last moto, plus a 
start léft Chuck Minert dangling be- 
cause he thought the starter was going 
to back up his threat to put anyone back 
Who jumped.

Track owner 
Gerry Burton was plagued all day by 
phone calls from local property owners 
(and the local police) who were finding 
riders riding where they shouldn’t; on 
surrounding dirt roads and out into the 
boondocks behind the track in spite of 
signs saying NO MOTORCYCLES BE- 
YOND HERE, So, you super squirrels, 
some of you had your numbers noted 
and turned in, Rather than jeopardize 
the continuance of the Perris track 
we’d rather have these turned into the 
Competition Committee for appropriate 
action (like no card for six months and

“A STUDENT'S REPORT 





With a shop full of motorcycles, AOTC students aren’t short of work. Practical experience is a 
major part of educational program.

Can a college dropout motorcycle en- 
thusiast from a middle-class family in 
San Francisco find.success and happi- 
ness as a motorcycle mechanic? 

I’m about to find out. 

Three months ago I came to Los 
Angeles to enroll in a school for motor- 
cycle mechanics, 

Soon my class will graduate, and 
hopefully I will become a part of the 
industry I’ve wanted to join for years, 

If you’re like me, looking for a means 
to be around the machines you like and 
get paid for it, maybe you’d want to 
consider enrolling in a school, too, 

Now is a good time to consider. A 
new class is forming at my school. 
Class starts January 29, There’saplace 
for you, if you’re prompt about taking it, 

My school is the Adult Occupational 
Training Center (AOTC), operated by 
the Los Angeles City Schools District.

EVERYBODY'S MO 


Enrollment at AOTC is permitted at 
any time during the semester. However, 
you’ll benefit most if you begin attend- 
ance when the semester starts, 

There are several other schools train- 
ing motorcycle mechanics which have 
sprung up in recent months, as you 
know if you’re a regular reader of the 
motorcycle press. 

How good are these schools? What is 
a motorcycle class like? 

I can’t speak for the other schools, 
of course, but I can tell you something 
about mine, I like to think it’s one of 
the better ones. 

AOTC is a new concept in adult educa- 
tion. Established in 1965, its programs 
are designed to train people in the 
fastest, most efficient manner to fill 
jobs in the demanding Los Angeles 
employment market. 

Tuition cost me anominal $13.25. The 
motorcycle repair course is full time, 
and lasts a full 20 week semester. 

The motorcycle class assembles each 
weekday morning at 8 a.m. The students 
are a diverse group, some of them mar- 
ried, most in their twenties but some a 





little beyond that. The majority hold 
jobs after school. Most are from Los 
Angeles, A few, like me, moved from 
other parts of California to attend. 

The class is small, numbering about 
a dozen. At the beginning of the semester 
there are invariably a few students who 
are dabbling in motorcycles. By semes- 
ter’s end, only hard-core motorcycle 
scholars remain. 

Course instructor is Dale Martin, 33, 
probably one of the men most qualified 
to teach motorcycle mechanics in Los 
Angeles, an area rich with industry 
talent, 

Martin was raised in a motorcycle 
family — you may recall some of the 
Bonneville streamliners built by his 
father, Bill Martin. His background in- 
cludes racing in L.A, scrambles, em- 
ployment in a number of Southland shops, 
and a year working as a motorcycle 
mechanic in England. 

Martin has also been an aircraft in- 
spector and mechanic, a field of de- 
manding standard. Immediately prior to 
coming to AOTC, he was a service and 
racing mechanic at Johnson Motors, the 
Triumph distributor. 

Besides supplying experience in the 
classroom and the shop, Martin is a 
man possessing patience, good humor 
and a flair for teaching. 

It all helps. There’s a lot a motor- 
cycle mechanic needs to know, and

possible in the 20 weeks he has with 
each class. 

Teaching begins each day in theclass- 
room, For about two hours there are 
concepts to be put across, examples and 
situations to be discussed, and much 
blackboard work, 

Students take notes, enough to fill a 
binder and provide an invaluable refer- 
ence for the future, 

If all this note-taking sounds dry and 
academic, don’t forget it happens in a 
room full of motorcycle riders, a class 
of people not known for lack of spirit 
under the most trying conditions. Class 
hours are never long ones, 

From the classroom students and in- 
structor retire to a shop session, which 
lasts until school ends for the day at 
2:30 p.m, 

In the shop students are introduced 
to the tools and equipment they will find 
in better-equipped commercial shops, 
Factory tools and manuals are in stock 
for most makes. There are two boring 
bars and complete valve grinding and 
facing tools, plus welding equipment, a 
press and other equipment a mechanic 
finds necessary. 

Work performed in the shop is actual 
repair work, just as a commercial shop 
undertakes, Most ‘‘customers”’ are local 
residents and students of nearby col- 
leges who find AOTC a good place to 
take their ailing bikes. 

Currently the shop is an open garage, 
a facility which leaves something to be 
desired in the way of working conditions, 

Fortunately, my class will be the last 
to use the open garage. A new and 
larger enclosed garage is being rushed 
to completion for the motorcycle class, 
And AOTC is providing funds to embell- 
ish the new facility with more equip- 
ment and tools. 

That new garage will besomething to 
look forward to for those of you who 
will be using it as student mechanics 
this spring. 

For myself, along with the rest of 
my class I’m looking forward to a new 
garage, too — the shop of my future 
employer. 

One final note: the best way to learn 
it the AOTC motorcycle program can 
provide what you want is to come by 
during class hours for a visit, Visitors 
— both prospective students and pros- 
pective employers — are always wel- 
come at AOTC,

KNIEVEL 
UNDAUNTED 
BY 90 mph CRASH 


(EXCLUSIVE TO 
CYCLE NEWS) 


The phone rang at Cycle News last 
Thursday afternoon (January 11) and 
guess who it was? Evel Knievel, calling 
from his hospital bed in Las Vegas, 
Nevada where he’s recuperating from 
injuries suffered in his widely-publicized 
leap at Caesar’s Palace on New Year’s 
Eve. 

After an intial “I’m okay’ Evel 
launched into further details of his ill- 
fated jump. “As far as the jump went 
and the horsepower and the handling of 
the motorcycle, everything went fine, I 
landed about four yards down on the 
ramp, just about a foot past where the 
steel plate fastened onto the landing 
ramp. There was so much compression, 
the throttle handle came off the right 
handlebar and I couldn’t hang onto the 
motorcycle. Both my hands came off 
the handlebars and down I went, I never 
lost consciousness — until later, during 
the following eight-day period. I’ve got 
a broken hip and fractured pelvis.I’ll be 
in the hospital for about two months, off 
for four months altogether.’ 

Thus dismissing his current difficul- 
ties, Evel continued enthusiastically a- 
bout his plans for the future. 

“I'm going to make another jump here 
in Las Vegas,” said the Master Show- 
man, “After I get out of the hospital 
I’m going directly to Orlando Beach, 
Florida where the Grand Canyon Sky 
Cycle is being assembled. DU be in 
Florida until July, working with the jet 
people on the jet-powered job until I 
jump again in Las Vegas.” 

When we pressed for further details 
on his next Vegas leap, Knievel was eyen 
more enthused. 

«IPI be approximately July 15th, for 
the grand opening of ‘Circus Circus’, 
greatest gambling casino and resort 
ever built, at a cost of 36 million dol- 
lars. They're gonna be swinging from 
trapezes. I don’t know yet whether I’ll 
be jumping indoors or out. The place is 
being built under the direction of J. 
Sarno, Executive Director of Caesar’s 
Palace. Tony Curtis has a piece of it, 
among others. 

“This new Circus Circus will be a 
place where people can take their kids,’’ 
said Evel, ‘‘an entirely new type of 
casino for Las Vegas. No gambling for 
children, but so much entertainment 
and so new and different it’s gonna be 
unbelievable.” 

Then swinging back to the subject of 
his Grand Canyon jump, Evel continued, 
“I was talking to Melvin Belli today, my 
attorney in San Francisco who’s helping 
with arrangements with the Navajo peo- 
ple. As you know I’ve guaranteed them 
payment of $100,000 for their land rights 
and to do the building connected with the 
Grand Canyon jump. It looks like a 
matter of about 30 days until final nego- 
tiations are settled and they sign.” 

And what else will he be doing before 
his July jump in Las Vegas? 

“Until then all I have underway is to 
stop jumping, as I haven’t any other 
choice, and to start working 100-percent 
on the Grand Canyon Sky Cycle,”

FOREIGN RIDERS COMPETING IN 
AMA PROFESSIONAL EVENTS 


From Bill Berry, Executive Director 
of the American Motorcycle Association, 
comes the following clarification of the 
AMA’s position on foreign riders com- 
peting in U.S. events; 

«Because of recentinquiries concern- 
ing the possibility of foreign riders par- 
ticipating in AMA professional competi- 
tion, it appears necessary to re-state 
AMA’s position in this regard. The 
following is offered for your information, 

«AMA has for many years permitted 
its professional riders to compete in 
race meets held in foreign countries and 
sanctioned by the foreign governing 
bodies, Section 16 of Article VII of the 
AMA rules states; ‘While competing in 
foreign countries, riders representing 
the United States shall obey and come 
under the jurisdiction of the competition 
rules of the recognized foreign governing 
body.’ 

«We are most happy to have foreign 
riders compete in our events, 

«AMA will extend every courtesy to a 
foreign rider wishing to compete in our 
races. We will accept recommendations 
as to a rider’s classification from rec- 
ognized foreign sanctioning bodies. 

«We expect the foreign rider to com- 
pete under the same rules and regula- 
tions as the members of this associa- 
tion, just as we insist that our riders 
when competing in a foreign country 
shall compete under the rules and regu- 
lations of the foreign sanrtio~*>™ hody. 

“To insure that miu wave 
a complete understanding of AMA rules 
and regulations we would be most happy 
to hold a special seminar prior to the 
race, 

«We do require all professional riders 
competing in our events to be licensed 
by this association. Foreign visitors will 
be expected to take out a $2.00 AMA 
be expected to take out a $2.00 AMA 
membership and a $20.00 competition 
license. They will be covered by our 
AMRMBA insurance under the usual 
terms and conditions.’’
